The population of the entire district is over 
70,000, and my time is so fully occupied by the duties of this large district, that I can 
but seldom attend at Patrick’s Well or Ballynesty, the only two places where I am 
required to attend in the county. However, when anything particular arises, I do attend, 
but it is always to the neglect of the duties of the city, which of themselves are quite 
sufficient for any one person.
